SCARED BY SHARK. 


Quebec, Aug SO.— A section of the 
new bridge a c ro n the St. Lawrence 
river, five miles below this city, col­ 
lapsed Thursday, carrying scores of 
workers and me* hanlcs Into the water. 
A careful estimate places the loss of 
life at eighty-four. 
The bridge was about a mile and a 
half In length, and half of It, from the 
•jouth store to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped Into the water. 
Ninety 
men were at work on this section of 
th** stru* titre, and the whistle had Just 
blown af Ii:30 for the men to quit work 
for the day when they heard a grind­ 
ing sound from the bridge midstream. 
The men turned to see what had hap­ 
pened, and an Instant later the cry 
went up: 
"The bridge is falling!” 
The men made a rush shoreward, 
but the distance was too great for 
them to e.Hcape. 
The fallen section 
of the bridge dragged others after It, 
the snapping girders and cables boom­ 
ing Ilk.* a crash of artillery. 
Terror 
lent fleetness to the feet of the fright­ 
ened 
workmen as they sped shore­ 
ward, hut only a few of them l e a c h e d 
safety before the last piece of Iron 
work on the south shore was dragged 
into the river. 
Near the shore the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surface 
of th** wnt.' . and eight workmen who 
remain* d above water 
w e re rescued 
and taken to the hospital at Lw is. 
Th** steamer 
Glenmont 
had 
Just 
cleared the bridge when the first sec­ 
tion fell, and the water thrown up by 
the debris came clear over the bridge 
of the steamer. 
The captain at once 
lowered boats. 
The small boats plied 
backward and forward over the sunken 
wreckage for half an hour, but there 
was no sign of life 
The twisted iron 
and steel had its victims In a terrible J 
death grip. 
A few* floating timbers . 
and the broken strands of the bridge I 
towards the north shore were the only 
signs that anything unusal had happen-
